a City of Boyne 
City agrees to 
property transfer 


Settling a dispute which started 
more than a year ago, the City of 
Boyne City has agreed to a condi- 
tional transfer of property to Boyne 
Valley Township, involving the 116 
acres unilaterally annexed by the City 
last year. 

The settlement. approved by the 
Boyne Valley Township board and 
presented by Boyne Valley Township 
attorney Jim Bauckham, consists of 
an agreement according to Act 425, 
under which the conditions are that 
the City will commit one mil of tax 
dollars for 20 years, and then 2 mils 
for the subsequent 30 years: after 50 
years. the property becomes the pos- 
session of the City free and clear. 

Under the agreement. City bound- 
aries will be altered to include the 116 
acres when the transfer takes effect. 
30 days after the commission's ap- 
proval, and the City will have full ju- 
risdiction over the property. How-

Rising to every challenge 


Though it’s been around for aii 20 
years, Challenge Mountain is poised on the 
edge of the future, and things are looking 
brighter than ever. With a mission to help 
“the physically challenged and the mentally 
impaired meet their maximum potential 
through outdoor recreation,” the organiza- 
tion is doing all it can to realize its dreams _ 
past, present and future. Assisting in that 
quest is newly-hired director Sue Moody, 
who has mobilized volunteer and fund-rais- 
ing efforts to bring the organization into its 
next phase of service. 

Founded in 1982, Challenge Mountain 
was created through the efforts of Darla 
Evans, a local resident whose daughter, 
Chrisi,was confined to a wheelchair due to 
numerous birth defects. 

When her daughter was five, Darla took 
her to the National Sports Center for the Dis- 
abled in Winter Park, Colo., where Chrisi 
learned to ski all but the most difficult slopes 
within the space of a week, using special 
equipment adapted to her needs. Seeing the 
difference the experience made in her 
daughter's confidence and self-esteem, 
Darla quickly agreed when the facility’s 
operator, Hal O’ Leary, proposed that, in lieu 
of payment, she take her experience back to 
Michigan and work to begin a similar pro-

Upon her return, Darla, true to her prom- 
ise, began to make phone calls and knock 
on doors looking for support — and, accord- 
ing to Moody, was “turned down at a million places.’ Eventually, how- 
ever, persistence paid off in the form of a commitment from Boyne USA 
Resorts, which allowed Darla to try out her ideas at Boyne Mountain. 

Finding success right from that point on, by 1984 Darla had incorpo- 
rated into a 501(3)(c) nonprofit organization and had received an invalu- 
able gift — the old Walloon Hills Ski facility, including 160 acres of land 
and an existing lodge, courtesy of Boyne USA. 

Since then, the volunteer-driven organization has worked to make their 
ski program available to ail interested in using it, while struggling to im- 
prove and increase facilities, including work on the lodge which was, 
Moody said, “in poor repair when we got it.” Steadily, Challenge Moun- 
tain has grown to provide a consistent and creative program for its target 
population. 

Offering free instruction and use of equipment to skiers with handicaps 
such as Cerebral Palsy, Down's Syndrome. vision impairments, and other 
physical and mental disabilities, the Challenge Mountain slopes are avail- 
able when needed by schools and individuals at no cost, and are utilized 
regularly by organizations such as Camp Quality. 

Skiing is by appointment only, to ensure a one-to-one ratio of instruc- 
tors and students. Skiers are taken up the hill by snowmobile or paddle 
tow, and special equipment such as ski bras, sit skis, mono skis and bi skis 
are available to meet individual needs. 

When a skier has conquered the slopes at Walloon Hills and is ready to 
move on to bigger challenges, Challenge Mountain loans equipment, and 
a volunteer if needed, at no charge. 

“Skiing greatly enriches the self-esteem (of participants],’”’ Moody said 
of the philosophy behind the program. Participants are doing something 
they never thought they could do, while building the abilities they need to 
move onto other activities. 

“It’s an outdoor recreation, a great form of physical exercise,” she said, 
and, maybe most impértantly, shows disabled and at-risk individuals that 
they are able to tackle something thought to be “far out of their reach” and 
master it. 

The ski program, in fact, has received special attention this year, lead- 
ing to Challenge Mountain being selected as the location for the area Spe- 
cial Olympics events to be held this snow season. The selection occurred 
after board president Mike Hurchick spent some time skiing with the blind 
daughter of a Special Olympic coach. “(The coach] got up the courage to 
ask us if we'd be interested {in being a Special Olympics location], Moody 
said, “and we said ‘yes, we want to, we want to.’ It’s a real neat marriage, 
to be able to do things to help them out.” Though it’s not official, Moody 
expects that Challenge Mountain will be the annual site for the area-level 
event. : 

While the success of the basic program has quietly flourished over the 
years, it’s been in the last year, Moody said, that “we've discovered that 
we want to do so much more.” Use of the program is greater than ever,

but the hope is to double even the highest number of participants in the 
next year. With an all-time high number of volunteers, about 50 total in 
the organization, Challenge Mountain is looking to add a weekday to its 
norma} weekend-only schedule, and is now offering its program to groups 
of at-risk kids from area schools, as well. 

Other hopes for the future include adding a summer program, complete 
with canoeing. sailing. camping. and other outdoor activities. The prop- 
erty is already equipped with a hiking trail, according to Moody, who said 
that in the future, volunteers will be grooming the trail and labeling plants. 
trees. and other points of interest for nature hikes. 

Funding for existing offerings has come historically from grants, as well 
as proceeds garnered through the Challenge Mountain Resale Shop, lo- 
cated on M-75 South in Boyne City. Established around the same time as 
the organization established its non-profit status, the resale shop began as 
a small shop in Boyne Falls, making about $14 a day. “And that was a 
good day.” Moody laughed. 

Eventually, the operation made the move to a more bisible location in 
downtown Boyne City. and later found a larger home at its current location. 

The shop depends on donated items to generate revenue, and runs almost 
entirely on a volunteer staff, save for store manager Cindy Hall. ‘‘We're 


really ‘pleased at how the community has supported (the resale shop]. “Moody 
said, “making donations, coming and buying items.’ 


Most proceeds are directed back into support for the mountain and its 
programs, but this is one organization that also believes in giving back from 
what limited resources it has, by contributing what it can to other commu- 
nity organizations such as Camp Quality and the Boyne Area Community 
Christmas program. “One year we gave money to the Boyne City EMS, 
because they've been really helpful to us,"" Moody said. 

Much of Moody's job is about finances, and much of her time thus far 
has been spent on exploring grants, fund-raising opportunties, and other 
aspects of financial development — all things that future growth will de- 
pend upon. ‘We know we have the facilities to do it, the dedicated volun- 
teers to do it,” Moody said. “It’s all contigent on the money, to add new 
programs, to make improvements, to buy equipment.” 

Money, though necessary, is truly a secondary concern for Challenge 
Mountain, as Moody makes it clear that the organization is first and fore- 
most thinking of ways to serve those in need of their talents. What they 
want people to know, she said, is that “We're there, and we're ready to 
help.”

Other claims included in the suit 
were that the property in question was 
not owned entirely by the City of 
Boyne City, and that the portion was 
not zoned for industrial development. 

By approving the transfer, the com- 
mission effectively settled the law- 
suit; however, pointed out Murray, the 
measure in no way indicated an ad- 


mission of wrongdoing in moving 
forward with the original annexation.
